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FIRE WARDEN’S REPORT 





The Town of Lempster has been very fortunate not to have 
had any serious fires during the past year. 

There have been two fires, one, May 18, on the land owned by 
the Draper Company, which might have been a bad fire, but was 
well handled by Deputy Warden Abbott and his firemen. 

The Toby Lumber Company was responsible for this fire and 
should have been made to settle but through some oversight in the 
Forester Department it has not been done as yet. Seventeen men 
worked at this fire from two hours to twenty-one hours before we 
thought it safe to leave it. 

This fire cost $88.80, one-half is to be borne by the State. 


SILVER MOUNTAIN FIRE JULY 19, 1934 


The second fire was July 19, on Silver Mountain. Boys from 
a camp in Washington built a fire on Silver Mountain and left it 
before it was fully out. The Warden and Deputy Warden, Ab- 
bott, went with a man to investigate this fire which resulted in 
making their boys pay the bill. Deputy Abbott interviewed the 
manager of the camp at once and they settled the bill. 

The Toby bill should have been handled in a like manner. 

This fire cost only $8.18 and the town was fully reimbursed.
